All-Out Campaign. 


Aids indicated that Harriman 
would make an all-out campaign. 
He will tour upstate New York 
and much of his speechmaking 
will be done before television 
cameras in New York City. 
(The United Press reported 
Harriman said today former 
President Harry S. Truman and 
Adlai Stevenson have promised 
to take an active part in his 
campaign if he wants them to.) 
The Republican state conven- 
tion is expected to nominate 
Senator Irving M. Ives for Gov- 
ernor tomorrow.

EUROPE DEFENSE 


Tells French Industrial- 
ists Too Many Safe- 
guards Would Block 


System. 


PARIS, Sept. 22 (UP)—Gen. 
Alfred M. Gruenther, North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization su- 
preme commander, said today 


that Europe cannot be defend- 
ed without German troops. 
Speaking to a group of French 
industrialists, he warned that if 
France demands too many safe- 
guards against German rearma- 
ment, it will block any effective 
security system. 

The NATO commander cau- 
tioned against any attempt to 
establish what he called a “po- 
lice state” system in West Eu- 
rope to guard against the dan- 
gers arising from German rearm- 
ament. French Premier Mendes- 
France has demanded a system 
of controls before France will 
accept a rearmed Germany. 

“If you are going to have a 
police state,” Gruenther said; “if 
you are going to have to inspect 
every factory; if you are going 
to have a look behind the signs 
of every baby-carriage plant; if 
it is going to be that kind of at- 
mosphere, it will be very diffi- 
cult to make it work. 

“It will be difficult to solve 
this problem of German contri- 
butions. 

We need German troops. We 
must have them for the defense 
of West Europe.” 


Cites Safeguards. 


Gruenther told the French 
that the continued presence of 
United States forces in Europe, 
the revived Brussels pact, and 
the existing safeguafds of the 
North Atlantie Treaty should be 
more reassuring than any long 
list of accords incorporated in 
new treaties.

MeGuiness 
and Fitzpatrick pleaded with 
the marchers to take their seats, 
but they had difficulty persuad- 
ing them. 

McGuiness had touched off 
the demonstration with a nomi- 
nating speech in which he de- 
manded an “open” convention 
and said, “if the whip is to be 
taken off your backs, take it 
off now.” 

“We want to win, we want to 
win,” he shouted. “I want a 
fighter, I've got a fighter, that 
great man, that fighter for his 


country—I give you Franklin D. 
Roosevelt.“ , 

A demonstration for Harri- 
man, almost equal in noise, was 
started after the former Mutual 
Security Administrator’s name 
was placed in nomination by 
John Young of Syracuse, vice 
chairman of the Onondaga 
Democratie committee. 

The Harriman marchers were 
largely delegates from the fi 
New York counties, whi 
formed the core of the coali- 
tion’s strength. The demonstra- 
tion ended after 27 minutes, on 
orders from the leaders. 

Young pictured Harriman as 
an experienced, mature admin- 
istrator and said he could lead 
the party to victory in the elec- 
tion Nov. 2. He cited Harriman's 
record as chief executive of the 
Marshall plan, Ambassador to 
London and Moscow, Secre 
of Commerce and international 
trouble shooter for Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman. 

He also cited Harriman’s ex- 
perience as a banker and chair- 
man of the Board of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, founded by 
the nominee's father, Edward 
Harriman. 


Young said Averell Harriman 
knew the problems of wage 
earners, white collar workers, 
tradesmen, farmers, business 
men, mothers of school children 
and housewives.

Roosevelt delegates booed 
Young and the five persons who 
seconded the nomination of Har- 
riman.

The Roosevelt camp angrily 
chargéd, on and off the conven- 
tion floor, that it was a bossed“ 
convention. Some of them as- 
serted that Harriman could not 
win the election. They main- 
tained that Roosevelt could.

$1.25 Minimum Wage Urged. 

One resolution urged Con- 
gress to boost the hourly min- 
imum wage required by federal 
law to $1.25 from the present 
75 cents. It said the 75-cent 
minimum is “inadequate to pro- 
vide even a subsistence level of 
income.” And since it is a min- 
imum sanctioned by the law it 
has become an invitation to 
chiseling employers to evade 
their responsibility to provide 
decent wages for their workers,” 
the resolution said.

Sanchez Sorrel told United 
States District Judge Lawrence 
E. Walsh and a jury that Julio 
Pinto Gandia, one of the de- 
fendants, was disploced from

Donald Dixon Arrives in New York for 
First Reunion With Parents in 
40 Months. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
Donald Dixon, International 
News Service correspondent, got 
home today after 18 months as 
prisoner of the Chinese Reds. 

The 26-year-old newspaper 
man was warmly embraced by 
his parents, Dr. and Mrs. Albert 
Ditchik, who said they had not 
seen their son for 40 months. 
Also on hand ‘to greet him at 
Idlewild Airport was a crowd of 
50 friends and relatives, includ- 
ing his six brothers and sisters. 

“This is the biggest and best 
day of my life,” his father de- 
clared. The mother said, “I’m 
going to get him home and just 
look at him.” 

Richard Applegate, Hong 
Kong correspondent for the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., arrived 
in New York on the same plane 
with Dixon. The two, who were 
taken prisoner together, flew 
from Spokane, Wash., where Ap- 
plegate yesterday was reunited 
with his mother. 

Applegate was met by John 
Ghilian of the NBC news and 
special events staff. As the two 
left for a hotel, Ghilian said a 
rest and a doctor’s checkup were 
the first things on the liberated 
correspondent’s schedule. 

Dixon and Applegate were 
eaptured by the Chinese Reds, 
along with the skipper of their 
boat, Ben Krasner, while sailing 


off the coast of China. They 
insisted they were in interna- 
tional waters at the time. 


As Dixon embraced _ his 
mother, he said consolingly, 
“Don’t cry, mother. It's all over 
now.” 


To waiting newspaper men he 
said, “I feel tremendous. I have 
been dreaming of this a long 
time.” 

He said he had been kept in 
solitary confinement by the Reds 
for five and one-half months. 
While he had not been beaten, 
he said, he was subjected to 
mental torture.” 

As Dixon and his family left 
the airport, Mrs. Ditchik said 
they were headed for a little 
party at home. Then later to- 
day, she said, the family will 
celebrate its own special Thanks- 
giving day, with two turkeys. 

Dixon, who lost 30 pounds 
while in prison, ear to 
like the idea.

No Penalty for Membership. 


Under this act there is no 
criminal penalty against anybody 
for being a member of the Com- 
munist party, but the penalties 
are stringent and cumulative for ti 
failure to register under the act. 
For each failure the penalty is 
$10,000 for five years in prisén 
or both and every day that pass- 
es without registration repeats 

the penalty. Thus seven days’ 
failure to register would mean 
a fine of $70,000 or 35 years in 
jail or both. If the Communist 
party fails to register its whole 
membership, the penalties then 
flow to the members themselves. 

No wonder the Communist 
party lawyers told the court that 
the party couldn’t live under 
this law.

Pakistan from Asia, in addition to Great Britain, 
France, Australia, New Zealand and the United 
States, is all te the good. Yet the absence of 
India, Indonesia, Ceylon and Burma is serious 
enough that it must be repaired as soon as possi- 
ble. Here is where diplomatic give and take 
comes in. : 

The pact does hive its limitations but it is 
nonetheless well worth prompt ratification by the 
signing nations and presentation to other Asiatic 
nations that did not participate at Manila. The 
spirited language of the Pacific Charter, issued at 
Manila as a separate resolution, places the eight 
signers on record as “desiring to establish a firm 
basis for common action to maintain peace” and 
“convinced that common action to this end, in 
order to be worthy and effective, must be in- 
spired by principles of justice and liberty.” 


But the charter, brief though it is, goes far 
beyond these general principles. It upholds the 
“equal rights” and “self<ietermination of peo- 
ples.” It pledges the members to promote self- 
government and independence “of all countries 
whose people desire it and are able to undertake 
its responsibilities.” It commits the signers to 
“co-operation in economic, social and cultural 
fields to promote higher living standards.” And 
it declares a joint determination to prevent sub- 
version that will destroy “freedom,” “sovereign- 
ty” or “territorial integrity.” . 

This is not everything but it is a lot. If India 
and the other Asian nations which have de- 
nounced the pact since it was signed can be led 
by fair means to support it the free world will 
be greatly strengthened. Would it not be far 
better to be less dogmatic at the U.N. about the 
China issue, at least to the point of discussion, 
in the hope that it would open the way for much- 
needed Asiatic backing of the Manila treaty? 

An increasing number of citizens, we suspect, 
are answering in the affirmative.

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A Valuable Soap Box 


Talk is cheap, and so KETC, the new educa- 

tional television station on Channel 9, operating 
on a limited budget, will probably carry a lot of 
talk. That is what Manager Martin Quigley told 
the audience when KETC went on the air Mon- 
day evening. The audience can now reply that 
if the talk is as interesting and socially useful 
as the first “Soap Box” discussion of local issues 
Tuesday night, nobody can complain. 
The “Soap Box” was devoted to a lively and 
informative debate on the Daniel Boone express- 
way route. It was just getting warmed up at 
the end of a half hour—that is to say, some of 
the debaters were just coming to a boil—and 
KETE€ made use of its non-commercial flexi- 
bility to let the discussion rum for 30 minutes 
more. That would be unheard of on a commer- 
cial station. The result was a really valuable 
insight into a significant local problem. 

Whatever else KETC does as it seeks to earn 
a place for itself alongside commercial television, 
it cam serve a tremendously important community 
function by bringing more such insights te more 
such local problems. There is all the difference 
in the world between a panel trying to strike 
contrived sparks for entertainment and a group 
of citizens airing their honest views on a matter 
that is close to them.

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Languages in the Grades 

Pittsburgh is experimenting with the teaching 
of a foreign language to its first-graders. The 
youngsters are being exposed to either French 
or Spanish. Their teachers expect them to pick 


up one tongue or the other in the same way they 


learned to speak their own language—by list- 
ening. 

Childhood is the best time to learn a foreign 
language. More ahd more public school systems 
throughout the country are taking advantage of 
that fact. Some New York and California sys- 
tems, for example, have made language work a 
regular part of the primary curriculum. Chicago 
expects to offer it to 11-year-olds. In St. Louis 
experimental programs have been carried out in 
selected schools in the third, fourth and fifth 
grades, and quite successfully, too; currently an 
experiment involving sixth-graders in 15 schools 
is under way. 

The biggest stumbling block to expansion of 
this very worth while addition to grade school 
work is the acute shortage of qualified teachers. 
How this can be remedied is a question that 
deeply concerns those educators who know the 
value of early training in a foreign language. 

One way or another, though, this problem can 
and must be solved. Our responsibilities in the 
world make it essgftial that more of our cit- 
izens should speak the languages of others. 
Language is communication, and communica- 
tion is the first step toward mutual understand- 
ing, not only between men but between nations 
as well 
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Senator McCarthy’s Fair Play 

Senator McCarthy has a sense of fair play 
toward witnesses being examined by a committee 
of Congress. It has not shown up befere because 
he has been in an unfavorable position for it, 
having been on the examining end of the busi- 
ness. In the last few weeks Senator McCarthy 
was on the witness end, and his sense of fair 
play toward witnesses shone like the north star. 

Here are the principles of fair play for wit- 


„ nesses as Witness McCarthy enunciated them for 


his own benefit: 

1. The witness should have benefit of counsel. 
Not all of the witnesses grilled by Senator Mc- 
Carthy have had benefit of counsel by a long 
shot. 

2. The fees of the witness’s attorney should 
be paid by the investigating body. Senator Mc- 
Carthy is willing, however, to allow plain, non- 
senatorial citizens the privilege of paying their 
own attorneys, if any. 

3. The witness, or his attorney, should have 
the right of cross-examination. How much cross- 
examination has Senator McCarthy permitted to 
witnesses who have come before him, or their 
counsel? 5 

4. The members of thé examining committee 
should be impartial. S McCarthy com- 
plained that Senator Johnson & Colorado should 
be disqualified for partiality. Senator McCarthy's 
partiality in the role of congressional investiga- 
tor has been blatant and in many instances 
malevolent. 

It would be impossible to imagine Senator 
Watkins of Utah, presiding as committee chair- 
man, saying to Senator McCarthy, on the witness 
stand, “You are unfit to be a Senator.” Senator 


McCarthy's outraged bellows of partiality, to the 


contrary, are easy to imagine. Yet Senator Me- 
Carthy, presiding as committee chairman, said to 
Gen. Zwicker, on the witness stand, that Gen.

patches. 


..Marshes have dried up during 
the three years of drouth and 
many of the larger lakes are at 
such a low stage that the ex- 


posed mud flats furnish no food. 
Ducks will rest for a short pe- 
riod of time but waterfowl must 
alee eat. They will go and stay, 
provided the shooting is well 
regulated, where they find an 
abundance and variety of nat- 
ural foods. Food plantings are 
legal and are not construed as 
baiting by the Wildlife Service. 
One of the favorite foods of 
ducks in their Canadian habitat 
| wild rice. Many areas 
ughout the United States 
where wild rice does not grow 
provide conditions suitable to 
its growth. These conditions are 
fresh water streams, lakes or 
ponds having a change of water, 
soft mud bottom, and water 
from six inches to three feet 
in depth. Sunny, sheltered bays 
or coves, where planting will 
not be in the direct stream eur - 
rent or direct wash of waves 
trom high winds, are Ideal for it. 
„Wild rice is one of the best 
known foods for mallards, black 
ducks, pintails, teal and Cana- 
dian geese. Under ideal condi- 
tions, it makes a permanent 
feeding ground, reseeding itself 
from year to year. Harvested 
wild rice grains are very per- 
fshable and must be kept moist 
and cool to preserve germina- 
tion. Dried wild rice will not 


grow. 

„ Wild Celery and Wapato. 

Wild celery appeals to the div- 

dag ducks, such as redheads, 

dluebills and canvasbacks which 
seldom follow the Mississippi 
fiyways, and puddle ducks, such 
as mallards, will feed on it if 
planted in shallow water not 
more than three feet deep. 
The duck potato, known as 
wapato, attracts all species of 
dueks and grows well on marsh 
land. Ducks and geese feed on 
tu seed and the tender “pota- 
tags” that the plant produces. 

The plants produce tubers until 

the marsh area is frozen over 

and are highly successful in at- 
tracting ducks to a low, wet 
swale or a marshy area.

Another combination fish and 
duck food plant is muskgrass. 
Ducks feed on its tubers, spores 
anti the entire plant. Muskgrass 
widely known among fish cul- 
tgrists as an important natural 
fed and shelter-producing plant. 
gung fish find protection 
among the fluffy low growth of 
this plant and its value cannot 
be over-estimated in waters con- 
taining bass and other game fish. 
It will grow in water from a 
few. inches to 30 feet in depth. 
It grows only about one foot 
high and does not interfere with 
fishing or boating. 

Wampee (duck corn), widgeon 
grass, coontail, horned pond 
plant, naias (also known as bushy 
pondweed), smartweed, millet 
and many other plants furnish 
ideal food for waterfowl. 

Before planting any of them, 
however, it is of great impor- 
tance to consult an aquatic biolo- 
gist or a wildlife nursery with 
definite information as to your 
water areas and the nature of 
you soil, They will recommend 
the most suitable plantings that 
are particularly adapted to your 
needs. Then you will be assured 
that your aquatic crop will grow 
and produce, and the migrants, 
come next fall, will be with you 
in great abundance.

Korean Cold War Still Goes On 


Despite Signing of Armistice 


We Have Defeated Chinese Across the 
U. N. Leader Says of 


Table, 


47 Meetings With Reds.

PANMUNJOM, Sept. 22 (AP) 
At hag been more than a year 
now since the Korean armistice 
was signed but a sort of cold 
war chess game still goes on. 

This game with the Commu- 
nists began with the signing of 
the armistice on July 27, 1953. 

“IT feel we have successfully 
defeated the Chinese across the 
table and set up a stone wall 
when they tried to get through,” 
R. Adm. Thomas B. Brittain, 
senior United Nations member 
of the Joint Military Armistice 
Co on, said today. 

The six Allied and six Com- 


c munist officers on the commis- 


sion have met 47 times since 
the armistice. 

When the exchange of war 
dead ends in October, Brittain 
said, except for obvious short- 
comings, “the armistice will in 
the main have accomplished its 


| purpose and we will have carried 


out the main negotiation issues.” 

One piece of unfinished busi- 
ness is the question of the 
whereabouts of 2840 Allied sol- 
diers — 526 Americans — seen in 
captivity or never returned. 

Brittain said he doubted that 
many of the 526 Americans or 
50 other non-Korean prisoners 
are alive. The Communists have 
refused to make an accounting. 

A major shortcoming of the 
truce Allied officers repeatedly 
mention is an illegal build-up 
of Red military strength, espe- 
cially in the air. The Commu- 
nists have resisted all Allied De- 
mands for inspection. 

During the first 13 months of 
truce, the U.N. Command re- 
ported to the commission it had 
evacuated or destroyed 5640 
combat planes and replaced 
4986. The Reds list no planes 
evacuated, none destroyed and 
none replaced. 

The Communists have been 
quicker to level charges of vio- 


lating the demilitarized zone and 
quicker to ignore or deny such 
charges against them. 

In the first 13 months of 
truce, the Communists admitted 
only ‘two, ignored three and de- 
nied seven of 12 U.N. charges 
of ground violation. The Reds 
filed 26 of their own charges, 
of which the Allies admitted 12 
and denied 13. One still is be- 
ing investigated. 

The Communists have refused 
to admit to a — = violation 
of the truce in the air, while 
ignoring 24 and denying 18 of 
such charges by the U.N. Com- 
mand. The Reds have leveled 
333 air violation charges, of 
which 21 were admitted, 278 
denied and 34 are under investi- 
gation.

Teaching Reading

EADING is fundamental to education. If a person can 
read, really read, which means getting the meaning from 
the printed words, and 22 of the meaning, 


he can educate himself. Schools carry students only part of 
the way. Reading the right books does the rest and that 


* 


process goes on for a lifetime if the student wills it so. That 
really read. ‘ 
In recent years we have found difficulty teaching some 
pupils to read, I believe that much of this difficulty has 
arisen because the beginners in reading were not well taught. 


xk X * 

IN MANY PLACES the first grade, where the reading 
lessons begin, is taught by inexperienced teachers. The be- 
ginning teacher is given the “lowest” grade and that is pre- 
cisely where she should not be. The best trained, the most 
experienced, the most dedicated teacher should be assigned 
to the beginners, and paid accordingly. If this were done 
we would have fewer non-readers today. 

Some of the mistakes are made with the handness 
of the children. An untrained and inexperienced teacher 
tied a left-handed child's left hand behind him and forced 
him to write, to use only his right hand. That is one way to 
interfere with a child’s reading power. Another way is to 
insist upon the child's learning the alphabet and spelling 
out words.

STILL ANOTHER and an inexcusable one, is to over- 
look a child's inability to see properly, or to hear accur- 
ately. Either defect will make reading t. And last 
of all, and beyond all, is the lack of technique in the teach- 
er's methods. If she does not know how to teach reading to 
a G- year- old child only those who’ reid by the grace of God 

There is a duty here for supervisors and boards of edu- 
cation. The appointment and pay of the first-grade teacher 
is the concern and the grave responsibility of the board. 
The daily work of the teacher is the concern of the imme- 
diate supervisor. The children are at the mercy of these 
authorities and when they carry out their responsibilities 
fully they are well served and reading disabilities are con- 
fined to those children who are really disabled, not ill 
taught. This is my experience.

bananas (two or three bananas.) 

Mix and sift flour, salt, bak- 
ing powder and soda.

Add flour 
mixture alternately with the 
mashed bananas. Pour batter 
into well-greased bread pan, 814 
by 4% inches, and bake in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees F.) about 
one hour and 10 minutes.

But there 
are circumstances under which it may be both expedient 
and wise to make different arrangements, particularly when 
there is property involved and inheritances to be protected. 
Wealthy families generally work this out in advance be- 
cause in such marriages the element of business enters in- 
evitably. In a small, but none the less serious way, Mrs. W. 
is encountering this situation.

THIS IS her story: 

„I was left a widow nearly 10 years ago, with enough 
insurance and other property to live on. My son has man- 
aged my little estate very shrewdly, so it has actually in- 
creased in value. I’m far from rich, but I'm comfortably 
self-supporting. Lately I have been going with a widower 
slightly older than I am, who is quite well-to-do. He is cer- 
tainly worth three or four times as much as I am. He has 
proposed that we marry, but that I continue to support my- 
self.

Rainbow of Color TV Drawing Closer 


High Cost of Sets Still an Obstacle, but Lower Prices Are Predicted; Big Increase in Programming 


By Robert E. Hannon 


HE rainbow of color televi- 
T sion, which has shimmered 

enticingly on a faraway hori- 
zon for the last nine months, is 
drawing closer. It is moving to 
a point just around the corner 


and in the not too distant fu- 


ture—perhaps within a year— 
will be at the thresholds of 
millions of homes. 

Competitive rumblings in the 
television industry announce the 
rainbow’s approach. More net- 
work programs are being tele- 
vised in color. More stations are 
being equipped to transmit col- 
or. Large-screen color receivers 
are now in production. 

The mountain that blocks the 
rainbow from view of the gen- 
eral public is the high cost of 
color sets. By the end of this 
year limited quantities of color 
receivers with 19- to 21-inch 
screens—and with $800 to $1100 
price tags—will be available. 

Eventually the mountain will be 
reduced in size by the machin- 
ery of mass production, “eventu- 
ally” meaning any length of time 
from one year on, depending on 
who is voicing the opinion. With- 
in the TV industry, the most op- 
timistic think a big screen set 
will be selling for $500 late next 
year or early in 1956. The most 
pessimistic believe a moderate- 


priced set won't be forthcoming 


for three or four years. 

Last week RCA unveiled a 21- 
inch color receiver with a sim- 
plified chassis which will sell 
for between $800.and $900. It 
has a circular picture tube with 
250 square inches of viewing 
surface and only 27 other tubes, 
as compared to 40 or more in 
previous smiall-screen color sets. 
Production in quantity is sched- 


uled by early next year.

Motorola introduced a line of 
19-inch sets starting at $895 and 
CBS-Columbia recently brought 
out a 19-inch line starting at 
$950.. The latter two use picture 
tubes that provide 205 square 
inches of viewing surface. 

First color sets that reached 
the market last spring had 15- 
inch picture tubes masked down 
so they gave the equivalent of 
about a 1214-inch picture. Sev- 
eral thousand were produced 
but not many were sold. Their 
prices, which initially ranged 
from $1000 upward, recently 
have been cut drastically to 
clear them out of stock. 

Color images in the new re- 
ceivers approximate those on 
similar sized black and white 
sets and are impressively larger 
than the pictures on earlier col- 
or sets. Despite the larger 
gcreens, cabinets are as compact 
as those of conventional models 
with similar picture sizes. 

Some manufacturers, however, 
are not rushing into the color 
field. They hope that further 
technical improvements will 
simplify the complicated tri- 
color picture tube required to 
produce a color picture. Such 
simplification would reduce pro- 
duction costs and, consequently, 
retail prices. 

Industry leaders realize that 
lowering the price of color re- 
ceivers will not, in itself, create 
a demand for them. There also 
must be adequate color program- 
ming to induce the public to buy

A glittering season of color 
television has already opened. 
NBC started it with the first 


of 33 color “spectaculars” to. 


be presented this fall and winter 
—a 90-minute musical comedy, 
“Satins and Spurs,” starring 
Betty Hutton. It was carried in 
full color by Post-Dispatch Sta- 
tion KSD-TV,: one of some 87 
stations in the country now 
eaulpped for network colorcast- 
ng. 

As its color premiere, CBS 
offered an hour-long produc- 
tion of the Broadway comedy, 
“The Royal Family,” with Helen 
Hayes, Claudette Colbert and 
Fredric March. 


In all, NBC and KSD-TV will 
present 12 to 15 hours of color 
programs weekly during the sea- 
son, including the “spectacu- 
lars” which will rotate on Sat- 
urdays, Sundays and Mondays 
on à three-out-of-four week 
basis. First of the Saturday night 
“specs” will be seen this week 
on KSD-TV at 8 p.m. (Sep- 
tember 25) when Ann Sothern 
appears in “Lady in the Dark.”

attended. Ambassador James 
J. Wadsworth Jr., gave a very 
frank talk in which he told of 
difficulties of our repre- 
sentatives in the U.N. and the 
blems that were likely to 

e ahead. 

The resolutions passed by 
the members of various organ- 
izations, who had attended the 
two-day sessions last weekend, 
were presented to Mr. Wads- 
worth, I think the most im- 
portant resolution was the one 
urging our Government to take 
the initiative in proposing a 
cease fire in the Formosa area. 

The individuals who attend- 
ed the weekend sessions voted, 
of course, as individuals, be- 
cause there was no opportuni- 
ty to consult with the boards of 
) fod organizations, but they 
will certainly do this in the 
near future. Many of these 
resolutions are in line with 
those passed at the mid-winter 
conference of more than 100 
organizations, which was held 
last February in Washington 
and will be held there again 
this winter.
